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1 . Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. There is no original disclosure directed to "Tinosan AM1 10, a 
product of Ciba .... Corporation". 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The scope of the claim is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Haney et al. ('944). See column 1 , line 6, column 2, lines 18-20 and column 3, lines 
15-19 and 38-44. The term "frothed" is considered a process limitation that does not 
structurally distinguish the claimed article over the foam layer in the reference's article. 
Also, the phrase "comprised of does not preclude the presence of more than one layer 
in the laminate. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 9, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Haney et al in view of Biewen. The primary reference discloses the invention 
substantially as claimed; see column 1, line 6, column 2, lines 18-20 and column 3, lines 
1 5-1 9 and 38-44. However it does not disclose the use of an antimicrobial agent on the 
mat or the claimed shape of the mat. The secondary reference discloses the use of an 
antimicrobial agent on floor mats and also discloses the claimed shape of the floor mat. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use an antimicrobial 
agent on the mat of the primary reference in view of the teachings of the secondary 
reference to render the mat sanitary. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to vary the shape of the mat taught by the primary reference and include a 
notch on one side in view of the secondary reference wherein it is taught to use a 
similar mat with a notch around a toilet. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
